The Student Princes inaugurated the 1937 football season with two impressive vic- 
tories, but were unable to uphold this reputation throughout the season. As a result, 
the record shows a .500 percentage, composed of four victories, four defeats, and 
one tie. 


By far the outstanding player of the season was Burt Honey. In spite of his in- 
ability to participate in the last three games because of injuries, he rated the po- 
sition of guard on the first team in the All-Ohio selections. Another player granted 
some of this coveted honor was Lenny Thom, who received honorable mention. 


SEPTEMBER 24—The Tricolor opened the season by annexing a decision over the 
Ashland Eagles to the tune of 14—0. Johnny Krohe was the feature of the game, 
sneaking oft-tackle and dashing around end to pick up victorious yardage. Zelina 
carried the pingskin across the goal early in the first period, but the Princes sunk into 
a slump until the final quarter. Then Hatter broke up Ashland's attempt to tally by 
intercepting a pass, and Krohe's off-tackle romp resulted in another touchdown. This 
victory started the season off right. 


OCTOBER 2—The Student Princes ventured to Kent to reverse these down- 
staters by a startling 13—7 score. The first half was scoreless, both teams playing 
good defensive games. The Kent State Golden Flashes opened the second half with 
a desperate drive and touchdown. Reversing the luck, Thom broke through the line 
and blocked a punt. Nelson scooped up the ball and ran the remaining distance for 
a touchdown. Later, Big John Zelina smashed through the line for a second touch- 
down, and Krohe's pass to Vance was good for the extra marker. 


OCTOBER 8—The Tricolor was doomed to meet some real competition at the 
night game with New Concord's Muskies. The final score showed Muskingum's su- 
periority—26-0. Line smashes, end runs, razzle-dazzle p'ays, everything the Muskies 
tried was fatal to the Tricolor squad. Throughout the entire game, amid deafening 
cheers, the Princes tried desperately to get into the playing. But Muskingum just 
couldn't be held. They chalked up one marker after another, making their final plunge 
four minutes before the gun-shot. 


OCTOBER 1|6—Still smarting from its defeat, the Tricolor set out for Ada with 
determination. But luck smiled on Ohio Northern's Polar Bears, and the Student 
Princes came back with a 6-6 tie. The Northerners scored in the second period on 
an intercepted pass and three plays. In the last frame Heidelberg put on an exhibition 
that completely stunned the Polar Bears. Taking the pigskin on their own five-yard 
marker, the Princes marched the remaining 95 yards into the opponent's end zone. 
This advance was featured by passing attack with Kuntz, Hatter, Krohe, and Vance. 


OCTOBER 23—The Homecoming game saw the Prince team really set for a victory 
over Denison. However, inability to convert two drop-kicks in tries for extra points 
put the game into the bag for the opponents. The Princes scored once, Denison 
twice, during the first half. Lateral and end passes proved successful. In the last 
quarter, following an off-side penalty, a pass from Hatter to Vance resulted in con- 
version. The final score was Denison, 13, Heidelberg, 12. Although it meant a loss 
for the Princes, still it did not spell defeat, for they played a good game. 
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OCTOBER 29—Filled with over-confidence, Heidelberg suffered a surprising de- 
teat at:the hands of the somewhat under-rated Findlay team. At the final crack of 
the gun, the score was 13-7. Slated to win the conflict without apparent trouble, 
the Princes were completely foiled. Findlay scored both touchdowns on passes, and 
succeeded in converting one extra point. Heidelberg did its best to tally seven 
points, but could not rally to the point of equalling the opponent's score. The Oilers 
played headsup football all the time, taking advantage of every break. Interceptions 
and tumbles featured the Tricolor offensive. 


NOVEMBER 6—A reverse in fortune finally came to the Student Princes when 
Heidelberg acted as host to Capital. Dads of the players were guests at the game. 
The final gun pronounced a 7-6 victory for the Turneymen. The Capital eleven scored 
early in the second canto when the Princes found Heisler's dashes very puzzling. Then, 
in the same frame, a feature by Lindsay resulted in his interception of an enemy 
pass, a thrilling touchdown, and a conversion. The second half was scoreless although 
the Lutherans threatened several times. The Princes keenly missed their captain, Burt 
Honey. 


NOVEMBER | !—But Heidelberg's luck just couldn't hold up. Before a large crowd 
at Redwood Stadium the Bowling Green invaders completely routed the Turneymen 
12-0. Although both teams were rated about equal, the Heidelberg defense was 
below par. Both Bee Gee scores came in the first half, and they narrowly missed 
a conversion in the final frame. The Falcons’ passing offensive really clicked. They 
completed eleven aerials for a total of 155 yards. In every phase the Falcons’ su- 
periority was noticeable. 


NOVEMBER 20—In the final game of the season against Wittenberg, the Princes 
regained some of their former zip. The odds were stacked against the Tricolor eleven 
but their vehemence and gusto helped overcome the Lutherans, 6-0. The seniors, 
Krohe, Hoerneman, Harmon, and Heaver, all turned in stellar performances. Krohe 
climaxed his collegiate football career with a miraculous 30-yard run that spelled 
victory for Heidelberg. Shumway, a sophomore discovery, also turned in a brilliant 
performance, raising hopes for coming years. Heidelberg was contented to protect 
its lead throughout the entire game, although threatened by the Lutherans in the 
last quarter. 


Although the season was not entirely successful, as far as scoring went, neverthe- 
less Heidelberg is justly proud of its team. They worked hard to uphold name and 
tradition. Success and defeat—it's all in the season's game. Heidelberg came 
through with a spirit and a determination that spells victory for next year's squad.

Haley toiled for nine weeks . . . pound- 
ing fundamentals and "do or die'’ Heidelberg spirit . . . into his charges . . . against 
the varsity in scrimmages ... the fighting frosh gridders responded mightily .. . 
sometimes more than holding their own ... their drive and spirit has assured Varsity 
Coach T. R. Turney ... of at least... a dozen experienced capable candidates next 
year... Forrest Sharrock, center .. . will be counted on to fill. . . the vacant varsity 
post . . . Bill Galloway and Eugene Diesz . . . should give Turney excellent subs . 
at the wing positions . . . while Karl Zalar, George Timko, and Irvin Glick... will be 
counted on for the backfield .. . 


Haley's freshmen met the sophomores . . . in their annual battle . . . and scored a 
six to nothing victory ... over the upperclassmen . . . by virtue of Glick's thirty-two 
yard run... and Zalar's pass to Diesz for the touchdown... .
